After the first and second preference 
votes were combined, Mr Khan received 
a total of 1,310,143 votes while 
Conservative candidate Mr Goldsmith 
received 994,614. 

Mr Khan has become the first Muslim 
mayor of London. 


In a post released on his Facebook 
page, Mr Khan said that his election win 
was an “amazing victory for hope over 
fear and for unity over division.” 

He added: “This victory is not about 
me. It’s about the millions of Londoners 
whose fives we can improve by building 
more affordable homes, freezing fares, 
restoring community policing and clean¬ 
ing toxic air.”

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Crack fien 
jailed after 
machete 
attack on 
constable 



A DAGENHAM man who tried to 
stab a police constable with a machete 
as officers attempted to arrest him has 
been jailed for three years. 

Kevin Lee, 44, of Warrington 
Road, attacked PC Ben Forbes as he 
resisted arrest. 

He lunged at him with the huge 
weapon, leaving the shocked officer 
fearing for his life. 

On Tuesday, December 1 at 
around 6.20pm police were called 
to reports of a man armed with a 
knife while high on crack cocaine in 
Warrington Road. 

PC Forbes, from one of Barking 
and Dagenham’s response teams, 
attended the incident and was con¬ 
fronted by Lee who was acting 
aggressively and shouting. 


As officers placed him under 
arrest, Lee became increasingly 
violent and struggled to avoid being 
handcuffed. 

PC Forbes took hold of Lee’s right 
arm but he broke free and pulled a 
large machete from his trousers. 

Lee then lunged towards the offi¬ 
cer, missing him by a foot, while col¬ 
leagues attempted to overpower him. 

After a struggle during which Lee 
continued trying to attack PC 
Forbes he eventually dropped the 
weapon. 

Lee carried on resisting but was 
handcuffed and placed inside a 
police van. It took officers some 
time to lock the door as Lee contin¬ 
ued to kick out. 

He was further arrested for

attempted wounding with intent 
while he shouted death threats 
through the door to the officers. 

He was subsequently charged 
with the offence and sentenced at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court on 
Tuesday, May 3 having changed his 
plea to guilty before his trial was 
due to start. 

Detective Chief Inspector Niall 
McSheffrey said: “This was a terrify¬ 
ing event for PC Forbes and his col¬ 
leagues with Lee, fuelled by drugs, 
displaying huge strength and aggres¬ 
sion that make it very difficult for 
them to detain him. 

“Lee showed himself to be a very 
violent individual and I am pleased 
and relieved he has been impris¬ 
oned.”

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Man jailed 
for store 
robberies 


A MAN has been jailed for 10 years 
following a spate of robberies at con¬ 
venience stores. 

Arvydas Filipavicius, 40, of Station 
Parade, Dagenham, carried out three 
robberies and an attempted robbery 
in the space of a week, threatening 
staff with a BB gun to steal cash. 

He appeared at Snare sbrook Crown 
Court on Tuesday, May 3 where he 
pleaded guilty. 

Filipavicius’s first robbery took 
place at Mixas convenience store in 
North Street, Romford, on Saturday, 


March 26 at 2.35pm. He produced a 
silver handgun, later found to be a 
BB pellet gun, and threatened a 
female cashier, forcing her to hand 
over £1,000. Two days later at 
2.35pm, he entered Vida and Sons in 
Porters Avenue, Dagenham. He told a 
female staff member he would shoot 
her in the leg if she didn’t hand over 
cash. He made off with £230. 

The third robbery was at 9pm on 
March 30 at Hunters convenience 
store in Wood Lane, Dagenham. 

Filipavicius pointed his gun at a 17-

year-old male shop assistant and got 
away with £230. 

The attempted robbery was at 7pm 
the following day at Nevezis 2, Wood 
Lane, Dagenham. A female shop 
assistant tried to leave as Filipavicius 
entered, concerned by his hooded 
appearance. He forced her back into 
the shop, threatening to shoot if she 
did not hand over money. She 
became hysterical and ran screaming 
from the shop. 

Two men passing by saw what was 
happening and grabbed Filipavicius 


while the shop worker called police. 

DC Barry Rowe said: “Filipavicius 
carried out a short but terrifying 
spate of robberies, targeting mainly 
Lithuanian convenience stores with 
female or young members of staff. 

“They had no idea the gun he was 
wielding was not real and were put 
through a horrible ordeal.” 

He commended the members of the 
public who intervened and said it is 
largely down to them that 
Filipavicius is serving a lengthy jail 
term.

Suzuki’s 

By Alistair Coull 


SOME cars have names like Mustang, 
Ranger, Charger or Falcon to make them 
sound as swift as Lewis Hamilton’s 
Mercedes FI car. 

Suzuki’s latest city hatchback is called the 
Celerio - the Latin name for a type of moth. 

However, the Celerio is an excellent little 
three-potter that costs just £8,999 to drive 
away. It shames its predecessor, the unre¬ 
markable Alto and Splash mini-MPV. 

Several days behind the wheel of the top 
spec SZ4 model convinced me it gives a lot 
and wants little. 

In the city car market, it is up there with 
the best. That’s not to say it’s perfect. 

Inside hard plastics dominate. Build quality 
is generally good although the doors make a 
tinny clink when closing. If you don’t expect 
too much then you won’t be disappointed. 

On the positive side, the steering column 
adjusts for tilt but not reach. The upright 
seating position, however, means you are 
not too far away from the wheel. Seat belt 
height is adjustable to help taller drivers 
while the seat base can ratchet up to help 
shorter drivers. 

For its bargain basement price tag, the 
Celerio is well fitted out. The SZ4 comes 
with front and rear electric windows, pow¬ 
ered wing mirrors, Bluetooth and audio 
streaming as standard. There is also a USB 
audio/charging port, a CD unit and digital 
DAB radio with four speakers, a trip com¬ 


puter and tyre pressure monitor but cruise 
control is not available. 

Safety is taken care of by ABS with EBD 
and brake assist, electric stability program 
and six airbags. With the 998cc, three-pot 
engine making just 68bhp at 6,000rpm and 
a pretty meagre 66lb/ft of torque at 
3,500rpm, the Celerio needs revs to get 
moving in any meaningful way. 

A slight incline needs you to change down 
once. A proper hill needs you to change 
down twice. The lack of oomph means you 
have to keep one step ahead of the Celerio 
when the car has to make headway against 
gravity. 

Overtaking also needs a fair bit of planning, 
and a good straight road, but the car can 


keep up with the rest of the traffic without 
breaking into a sweat. Another gear would 
help overcome its lack of torque but despite 
its limitations, the Celerio offers plenty of dri¬ 
ving fun. Skinny tyres don’t translate into 
brilliant performance in corners but that’s not 
part of the Celerio’s mission statement. 

Comfort is the focus of its job description 
and it fulfils that purpose very well. The 
dampers are tuned to be very compliant 
without too much body-roll, the Celerio feels 
very composed on the road. 

The boot is sizeable. Two medium-sized 
suitcases should fit in even with the parcel 
shelf in place so it is roomy enough for the 
weekly shop. There’s plenty of head and leg 
room both in the front and back so four six- 


foot adults will fit comfortably, as well as two 
adults and three children, because the 
Celerio has five seat belts, unlike some 
rivals. The ride comfort is impressive most of 
the time, only starting to jostle you about on 
rougher roads. On the motorway, the Celerio 
is very smooth and stable. 

There is some engine, wind and tyre noise. 
Even on the motorway, it is sometimes diffi¬ 
cult to manage a conversation without rais¬ 
ing your voice. A simple stereo system with 
big buttons sits on top of a similarly uncom¬ 
plicated ventilation system while ahead of 
the driver are easy-to-read dials and chunky 
indicator stalks. Steering and pedals are light 
and the outlook is good, thanks to slender 
window pillars. 

The car’s city credentials are enhanced by a 
tight turning circle, which makes manoeuvring 
a doddle in limited spots, while the blunt rear 
end makes reversing a fairly simple affair.

Hammers win five-goal thriller in last game at beloved ground

UNLIKELY goal hero Winston Reid 
grabbed a late winner as West Ham 
brought the curtain down on their 
112-year-old home in perfect fashion 
with a dramatic Barclays Premier 
League victory. 

This was always going to be an 
emotionally charged occasion, with 
many ticketless fans making their 
way to the ground simply to be part 
of the atmosphere and occasion. 

The match was preceded by a spec¬ 
tacular closing ceremony, including 
fireworks and a light show, followed 
by a parade of the club’s legends, 
including Paolo Di Canio, Martin 
Peters and Sir Trevor Brooking. 

hollowing a delayed kick-off after 
the visitors’ team coach was attacked 
by yobs, the teams took the field to 
the most passionate rendition of Bub¬ 
bles the ground has ever heard. 

The Hammers wasted no time in 
cranking up the volume further as 
Manuel Lanzini sent a scissor kick 
over following an intense early raid 
on the United goal. 

In the 10th minute the Hammers’ 
pressing game paid off. 


Lanzini picked out Diafra Sakho 
from the right, and the Senegalese 
international swept a left foot strike 
low beyond David De Gea, although a 
deflection off Reds defender Daley 
Blind may have hampered the keeper 
further. 

United were wobbling. Dimitri 
Payet tested De Gea after Andy Car- 
roll nodded into his path, then the 
striker should have done better, fir¬ 
ing at the keeper after racing clear. 

Michail Antonio believed he had 
doubled the home side’s advantage, 
heading home Mark Noble’s cross, 
but an assistant ruled that the ball had 
already gone out of bounds. 

United finally offered some 
response, but Wayne Rooney’s hor¬ 
ribly wayward effort troubled the 
crowd behind the goal more than 
keeper Darren Randolph. 

At the other end, De Gea was 
grateful to see Lanzini’s fizzing 
effort drift the wrong side of an 
upright, while Payet was off target 
after the Argentine played him in. 

United were gradually finding 
their feet. Marcus Rashford lurked 
for an opening but Antonio did well 
to divert behind as the visitors made 
a rare foray forward. 

Payet volleyed wide as West Ham 
began the second period with a 
spring in their step, but before they 


could make any further headway, 
Juan Mata drove in from the right and 
an unmarked Anthony Martial slotted 
into an empty net from close range. 

Despite the setback, the intensity 
remained with the home side. 

Lrenchman Payet curled into the 
side netting, while Sakho was unable 
to make a telling connection as West 
Ham looked to regain an advantage. 

Carroll was next to test the United 
rearguard, but Martial cleared off the 
line after the Hammers frontman nod¬ 
ded Payet’s comer kick goalwards. 

As West Ham piled forward, gaps 
appeared at the back. Martial swept 
in from the flank before dispatching 
an angled drive beyond Randolph to 
hand the visitors the lead. 

But United’s advantage lasted only 
three minutes. Payet’s exquisite ball 
picked out Antonio, who headed past 
the keeper to level the score. 

With 10 minutes left West Ham 
completed a remarkable turnaround 
as Reid became an unlikely addition 
to the scoresheet with a powerful 
header from another Payet cross that 
was too hot for De Gea to handle. 

United could see their Champions 
League aspirations slipping away and 
launched a wave of attacks in a bid to 
save the game. 

But West Ham held firm to give the 
Boleyn Ground the send-off their 


fans demanded. 

Hammers boss Slaven Bilic said: “It 
was fantastic, not for the season, but 
for the ground, great for everyone. 

“We were under pressure. I kept 
telling the guys that no matter how 
this finished, this is always going to 
be a great season. 

“But we didn’t want to lose the last 
game ever played here at the Boleyn 
Ground. I’m so pleased for the boys, 
they deserved to go into history like 
this, just as this stadium deserves this 
kind of farewell.” 

West Ham conclude their season 
on Sunday, May 15, when they visit 
the Britannia Stadium to face Stoke 
City (3pm).

Speaking after the game, Braintree boss 
Danny Cowley said: “The overriding feeling 
is one of pride for the group. I thought the 
boys were excellent. Probably the football 
Gods weren’t with us today. We’ve had a 
penalty against us which is disappointing. 

“Then lost a player with a sending off was 
obviously tough considering these condi¬ 
tions.

Meanwhile, down by the players’ 
tunnel, a clutch of children wait pa¬ 
tiently for any sign of a player who 
might be willing to scribble an au¬ 
tograph in their books. 

I breathe in the atmosphere and 
the anticipation of the fans as they 
arrive for the rollercoaster ride 
ahead. I glance up at the clouds 
hanging above the Chicken Run 
and smile to myself. You see, it was 
never meant to be this way. 

I am the son of Anthony Jeeves, 
a railwayman from nearby Forest 
Gate. Dad drove the huge steam 
engines between Southend Victo¬ 
ria and Liverpool Street. He was a 
huge Hammers fan and quite 
clearly wanted me to follow suit. 

My parents moved to Rochford in 
1958, but he still watched the 
Hammers whenever he could. Fol¬ 
lowing my arrival 10 years later, his 
grand plan was for his son to follow 
in his footsteps leading all the way 
to Green Street. 

But his momentous blunder was 
taking me to Roots Hall for my 
football inauguration. He believed 
he could “blood2 me at Southend, 
then ease me in at Upton Park 
along the way. 

But much to the old man’s frus¬ 
tration, I’d fallen head-over-heels 
for my local team. Try as he may, 
there was no way back. I was a 
die-hard Shrimper. 

Of course, in time this led to 
many ensuing quarrels, usually 
starting with dad saying: “The trou¬ 
ble with Sarfend is...” 

And my dedication to Southend 
made life tough for me at school 
too. South east Essex is a West 
Ham hotbed. Hopelessly outnum¬ 
bered by Hammers fans, any 
crumb of success for the 
Shrimpers was belittled by the 



claret clan on the King Edmund 
School playground. 

Among dad’s earliest childhood 
memories were of being lifted over 
the Upton Park turnstile and a 
passed above the cloth caps of the 
crowd and placed behind the 
North Bank goal. He remembered 
looking up and seeing a man in a 
bottle green sweater hanging on 
the rigging of the goal and smiling 
back at him. 

It was Hammers goalkeeper Ernie 
Gregory, and he instantly became 
the old man’s first hero.

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emy. That really strengthened my 
desire to be a footballer, getting so 
close to the action, and seeing my 
heroes so close. 

I remember the ball came over 
to me but I was so transfixed I 
didn’t react, the players were 
screaming at me for the ball and 
I copped a fair bit of stick from 
the crowd, let me tell you! 

Another standout memory, of 



course was my debut against Southend in the 
League Cup. It was a huge moment for me 
and my family. I had to walk home because I 
couldn’t drive at the time and hadn’t arranged 
a lift back. It wasn’t the most 
glamorous way to celebrate my 
debut but there you go. 

More recently, Angelo’s winner 
against Liverpool was one of the 
best moments I’ve had here. It 
was just a perfect moment, every¬ 
thing came together and the noise 
was like something I’ve never 
[ heard before. It was very special.

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Syd Puddefoot and Jim Standen 
were particular favourites, and he’d 
often recite both football and crick¬ 
eting facts about the pair. Puddefoot 
had represented Essex, while 
Standen was a leg-spinner for 
Worcestershire, taking 313 first class 
wickets between 1959 and 1970. 

My favourite memories are of 
watching the 1980/81 team that 
lifted the Second Division champi¬ 
onship. Dad and I visited Upton 
Park when Southend were away or 
had played in the evening. They had 
some super players. Parkes, Bonds, 
Brooking, Devonshire. Looking 
back, it’s criminal to think that they 
were plying their trade in English 
football’s second tier. 

But soon teenage tantrums 
kicked in. By the time Tony Cottee 


and Frank McAvennie were tearing 
up the First Division, those jovial 
childhood disputes between dad 
and I had become quite bitter. 

These family feuds were not 
helped by Southend’s fruitless toil 
in Division Four, ironically under the 
management of Bobby Moore. 

In dad’s later years, footballing 
days out circled around Southend. 

He didn’t like wandering too far 
from home on a match day, al¬ 
though we’d both mellowed 
enough to hold a conversation 
about the Shrimpers and Hammers 
without cursing at each other. 

After dad’s passing I began to 
write down his old football tales, 
just so my own children had some¬ 
thing to remember him by. 

One thing led to another and here 
I am, 12 years later, a three times 
published author and a football 
correspondent with the Yellow Ad¬ 
vertiser. 

But back to that December after¬ 
noon in 2014 and a goal in each 
half from Andy Carroll and Stewart 
Downing is enough to see off the 
current Premier League champi¬ 
ons, sending the Boleyn faithful 
home full of Christmas cheer. 

The game was far from a classic, 
but it was a special day. 

It is 11 years to the day since I 
last watched a match with the old 
man. Southend lost 1-0 to Bristol 
Rovers that afternoon. 

Five days later on Christmas Day 
2003 his heart gave up and our 
lives changed forever. 

It seems poignant that I was 
spending this anniversary at Upton 
Park covering his beloved Ham¬ 
mers. I brought him a retro Ham¬ 
mers shirt that Christmas, sadly it 
never came out of the wrapping 
paper, until today that is.
